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(54) LENS FRAME, LENS INCORPORATING JIG, AND METHOD FOR INCORPORATING LENS 
IN LENS FRAME 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To improve the operability for the assembly 
of the lens frame and lens when the lens and a spacer 
ring are different in external diameter by forming plural 
diameter parts which increase in diameter stepwise, 
fitting >1 lenses and spacer rings inside, and forming a 
through hole which penetrates a fall preventing jig 
nearby the small-diameter side end part of each 
adjacent diameter part 

CONSTITUTION: <he lens frame 1 is constituted by 
connecting a maximum-diameter part 1a which has an 
internal diameter d1 and a small-diameter side diameter 
part 1b which has an internal diameter d2 and an 
external diameter D2 across a step, fitting the lenses 
L1-L3 between them in order form above, and 
interposing the spacer rings 2 and 3 for holding lens 
intervals between the lenses. Further, a step part 1c is 
formed at the upper end of the small-diameter side part 
1b to prevent the lens L3 from falling and a lens presser 
4 is engaged threadably with the lower end of the 

maximum-diameter part 1a to prevent the lens L1 from protruding from above. Further, plural 
through holes 5 into which fall preventing jigs are inserted are bored nearby the end part of the 
maximum-diameter part 1a on the side of the diameter part 1b. Consequently, the lenses which 
differ in external diameter can be assembled in the lens frame efficiently. 
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
